BACK TO NORMAL 

Canada’s eight-year-old wheat surplus has 
disappeared, into the milis and warehouses of | 
buyers abroad. That disposes of the question, | 
about which a good deal of controversy swirled | 
in 1935—as to whether ao selling policy could 
succeed unless the price was cut to “fire sale” | 
proportions. The wheat has been sold because 
it was offered steadily on the world markets and 
wt world prices. Since the price has gone up 
substantially in the interval it is evident no 
price-cutting was required to get rid of it. 

If any genera] inference is to be drawn from | 
this it is that the surplus would never have 
reached large proportions if there had been a 
selling policy, instead of a holding policy, during 
the years it accumulated. If this is correct, it is | 


reasonable to assume that fewer of our former 
cus er countries would have adopted t 
house methods to encourage hore production 


and lessen their dependence on Canadian sup- 


plies. In any case, the position is now once more i 
normal. It can no longer be said or thought by 
customers oversea that Canada is holding out on | 
them in order to force prices up. Which notion, 


whether right or wrong, has been pretty common 
in countries where Canada used to sell heavily. 


DIRECT APPEAL 

The Provincial Government is asking the 
Dominion to pay one-third of the relief costa of 
municipalities, and to contribute one-half of the 
cost to the province of taking care of people in 
improvement districts, transients, and single | 
homeless men. This is a good deal less than is | 
sought by the other two prairie provinces; Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan having asked that the 
Dominion absorb their relief loans and under- 
take full responsibility for unemployment relief 
in future. Those two provinces are apparently 
willing to carry on as at present until parliament 
has time to consider the “new deal” they seck 
through the Rowell Cornmission. Alberta wants 
more money now. 

If these terms are granted, the burden of the | 
province will be lightened, while that of the | 
municipalities will remain approximately what 
it has been. Unless the intention is that the 
province shall increase its grants to them be- 
yond the extra amount secured from the federal 
treasury, of which there is no suggestion. As 
the province, according to the Provincial 
Treasurer, is in a fair way to get through the 
year without borrowing, while the city councils 
say they cannot do as well without cutting down 
relief allowances, these terms do not propose to 
give easement where it is most needed. Perhaps | 
the cities, bearing in mind what happened when 
the Dominion increased its grants to the province 
two years ago, had better negotiate direct with | 
Ottawa. 


REPEAT-P 
Twenty years or so ago the town of Beverly 
issued bonds to the amount of $80,000, and sold | 
them to get money for public improvements. It | 
has paid $95,000 on the debt and still owes | 
$160,000, according to the former secretary- 
treasurer of the town, Total paid and to be paid 
$255,000, Deducting the $71,000 actually received 
for the bonds, the taxpayers, if they ever over-

take the snow-ball, will have paid $184,000 for 
the use of the money. The improvements will 
then have cost them wel] over four times their 
origina! cost, taking into account interest on the | 
payments already made. 

Beverly does not stand out as the sole exam- 
ple of a community paying over and over again 
for public improvements, Every Canadian city 
has done the same thing, and every western city 
is in financial trouble because of it. Beverly's 
only claim to distinction in the matter is that its | 
troubles are being investigated, with a view to 
arranging some compromise settlement. The 
larger centres are still staggering along, in hope 
that a wave of prosperity will increase or enric) 
theig taxpayers and make it possible to go on 
with the repeat-paying. 

Waiving all theorics looking to @ change in 


ee 
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the method of financing public improvements, 
two points stend out from the experience of 
western centres which is strikingly illustrated 
in the case of Beverly. And these are not 
“morals” merely, but demonstrated facts. Before 
it borrows # municipality should be sure not 
only that it needs the money but that it will be 
able to repay. And 4% per cent should be the 
absolute limit of interest on muflicipal] bonds: for 
at thet rete the debt haz to be paid twice over in 
the course of twenty yeers. No community can 
afford to pay for an improvement more then 
twice. 


STUDENTS AND REACTION 
More disturbing than the blundering re- 


pressions of the Duplessis government is the 
support being granted these tactics by university 
students of Quebec. They heave violated 
the essence of the academic tradition by espous- 
ing @ cause so ignoble that it overpowers 
opponents not by reason but simply by the brute 
compulsions of force. A university should expose 
cruelties, not justify them. 

The worst offenders in this respect are the 
undergradustes of the University of Montreal. 
Their leaders have openly and provocatively en- 
dorsed the government's suppression of “La 
Clerte,” an outspoken radical weekly. Last year 
& group of these students stormed the city hel! 
at Montreal and stirred up so much turmoil that 
they were able to make authorities prohibit ad- 
Gresses by the visiting Spanish delegation, which 
later spoke here. 

These were no isolated acts of folly. They 
form part of a carefully planned campaign of

But Communists are not alone in being

forbids people it does not like to speak. 

What is tyranny? It is thet imperious temper 
which makes either a man or a government be- 
lieve it has a monopoly of the truth, impelling it 
to make any difference of opinion a cause for 
discrimination. Is not Premier Duplessis steadily 
verging toward that offence? 

If Quebec university students bolster up the 
incipient tyranny of a reactionary administration 
they become enemies to that freedom in which 
alone truth may be discovered and sanctified. 
They would be well advised to emulate the ex- 
ample of the University of Manitoba, where a

WHERE IT FALLS DOWN 

Prime Minister Chamberlain's speech the 
other day on the democratic system in the Brit- 
ish commonwealth of nations had its inspiring 
and its resolute side but one may wonder if the 
democratic system in the world is getting that 
co-operative support that may be necessary to 
save it from the aggressive inroads of autocratic 
political systems in these days. 

Said Mr. Chamberlain in part: “We hear 
much nowadays about rival systerns of govern- 
ment, for which superior efficiency is claimed. 
. .. For ourselves we prefer, and we mean to 
maintain, that form of democracy we have built 
up for hundreds of years, and which is best 
suited to the habits and ways of thought of our 
people. We rejoice to find that in the great 
Dominions, too, are the same forms of democ- 
racy, untouched by Fascism or Communism, 
standing for the same ideal of peace, liberty 
and justice that we do ourselves. We realize 
that by our partnership with these other great 
democracies we are raised from the status of a 
fourth-rate power to be the heart of an empire 
which stands in the front rank of all powers in 
the world.” 

Some great democracies remain in a worid 
that in substantial degree has been swept by 
political ideas that snap their fingers at the 
democratic system. As between these democ- 
racies there is some measure of co-operation, 
but there may not be enough. The democracies 
that lie in the self-governing nations of the 
British commonwealth co-operate in a commer- 
cial way, which is good, and which Mr. Cham- 
berlain in his speech commended; certain na- 
tions of this commonwealth, notably Canada, 
co-operate in a commercial way with another 
great democracy outside the British common- 
wealth—the United States of America. This 
same great democracy without the British orbit 
but one with it in language, original racial root, 
and in much of tradition, may soon be linked 
with Great Britain herself in preferential trad- 
ing ties. 

These are heartening developments yet the 
bonds of the world’s democracies may have to 
be closer still if the democratic system is to be 
safe from the mounting aggressiveness of the 
totalitarian or semi-totalitarian states. The 
trouble with the democracies may be that up to 
the present they have seemed incapable of pre- 
senting a united front in the face of challenge. 
A case in point was the failure of the recent 
nine-power conference at Brussels on the 
Chinese-Japanese war. Where the democracies 
do not stand together brigand powers quite 
naturally are encouraged to strike again— 
Regina Leader-Post. 


MAKING TROUBLE 


At the beginning of the depression the whole 
cry was against labor-saving devices. Yet all 
the data that have been collected since and even 
the employment totals in the most highly in- 
dustrialized nations show that machinery, the 
new inventions they serve and the new indus- 
tries they have created have absorbed many 
more hands than have been displayed by such 
devices. 

A few facts given the Congress of American 
Industry make the best illustration of the ever- 
broadening influence on economic and socia) 
life. One instance cited was that of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, which a few years ago 
reported that 60 per cent of its business de- 
rived from products unknown a decade before. 
Another large-firm, which before the war dealt 
almost exclusively in explosives, has been 
“transformed by research into one in which 
99 per cent of the business is in new products 
which are used in the affairs of everyday life 
rather than in warfare.” 

It was stated by Dr. Edward R. Weidlein 
that during the last thirty years research in 
the Mellon Institute alone “has created ten 
new industries and given rise to 650 new prod- 
ucts and processes.” The constant improvement 
in manufacturing processes is itself an influence 
on everyday conditions, as witness the $350,000,- 
000 in new, improved or altered machinery in- 
stalled by industries during the past two years. 

Tracing these down to the individual, the 
effects are shown by the fact that in 1900, 90 
per cent of the population of the United States 
lived on the farm and got its support immedi- 
ately from the farm, Today the rural popula- 
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the cells are producing waste products which are 
not properly eliminated.

ANSWER: It is characteristic of nervous in- 
digestion that the patient grows worse immedi- 
ately following any emotional strain, including 
that developing from hurry and excitement. 
The best diet for you is one which is well- 
balanced and which provides the food elements 
needed to nourish the body. Instead of requir- 
ing a special diet, you require a better adjust- 
ment to your emotional problems. In other 
words, your stomach symptoms are only the ex- 
pression of a mental or emotional conflict. The 
close connection between the emotions and 
digestion is well known, and there is ample rea- 
son to believe that when the patient is in an 
emotional turmoil] that the physical symptoms 
resulting may take the form of a disturbed 
digestion. You might be able to help yourself 
by being sure to remain rested, inasmuch as 
your symptoms will probably be most intense 
when you are fatigued.
